EiiKHABT county farmers circulated a 
petition praying the legislature to stop 
ditching throughout the state, asserting 
that the draining of marshes is the cause 
of the drouth in the past three years. 
The point was raised in the legislature 
that cutting 
timber was more re- 
sponsible for the drouth than the drain- 
ing of marshes. 


THE high license law does not, as was 
supposed, contain an emergency clause, 
and, although it was doubtless the in. 
tention of the author of the bill that it 
should go into force at once, there is lit-

Porter, minister to Italy; Chambers, 
United States district attorney; Cock- 
rum, deputy district attorney; Dunlap, 
United States marshal, and it is un- 
derstood that Huston will be appointed 
United States treasurer very soon. 


Mb. Wm. WamiAoe, who was yester- 
day appointed postmaster at Indianapo- 
lis, is a son of Hon. David Wallace, 
who was governor of Indiana from 1836 
to 1840, and a brother of General Lew 
Wallace, of "Ben Hur" fame. The 
postmaster.elect is a lawyer by profes- 
sion. It is not known when he will take 
his office, for the present postmaster, 
Mr. Jones, has not been removed, and 
his commission runs for a year yet. 


OkiiAHOma is some times referred to as 
"No Man's Land." 
They are separate 
territories, Oklahoma being a tract of 
country near the center of the Indian 
territory, and contains 23,000,000 acres 
of land. 
"No Man's Land" is the strip 
lying west of the Indiana territory and 
between Kansas and the pan handle of 
Texas. It is thirty-three miles wide 
north and south and more than 100 
miles long east and west, and is a beau- 
tiful tract of country. 


Mb. Wm. L. DuniiAP, who was yester- 
day nominated as United States marshal 
for Indiana, is a surprise to the republi- 
can politicians of the state, for he was 
not considered a candidate. 
Mr. Dun- 
lap is a gentleman of high standing at 
Franklin, where he resides. He was a 
soldier for three years, and at the close 
of the war held the rank of captain. He 
was pos(!knaster at Franklin one term, 
and has held official positions of less 
importance. 
He is prominent as a 


auttbarolpeatelactdan^ u one of the 
leadmgniembenof theBidiana Anooi- 
stion of Oommeroial Travden, and has 
b e n very active in politios. 
Four 
yean ago he was a candidate fen: the re- 
pabUoan nomination for seoretMy of 
flteto, bnt was defeated by Charies F. 
Griflln. He has been chairman of the 
Johnson« oounfy republican committee 
and was a delegate to the Chicago con- 
vention from the Fifth distriet 
During 
the last few years he has been traveling 
representative of a New York firm. He 
is about fifty years old, and personally 
combines dignity of bearing with win- 
ning ai&bility. 


F A R K I N O in Indiana is to be devel- 
oped into a high-toned science under 
the operation of an act by the late legis- 
lature, which provides that faxmor's in- 
stitutes must be held in each county 
annually sometime between the first of 
November and the first of April.
